the fact that Japan still remained an agricultural 
country to account for the remainder, One 
third of the increase of wealth in Japan, he 
said, consisted of agricultural praduce, the pro- 
duction of which had not decreased in spite of 
the absence at the front of half a_million men, 
in proof of which statement the Count assured 
his heaters that there would be an increase of 
40 per cent. in the barley crop this year. The 
conclusion he arrived at was that a country 
having an extensive agriculture and primitive 
industry was the fitter for war, and in con- 
firmation of this he referred to the’ ‘Thirty 
Years’ War, the Seven Years! War and the 
Napoleonic Campaign. The European count- 
ries of to-day, he thought, were hardly able to 
endure a campaign lasting three years without 
complete financial disorganisation.

refused to work and the vessel had been kept 
in Hongkong for some days on account of their 
obstinacy.

The vessel had a 
cargo of coal for Saseho, Japan, In his opinion 
the men were frightened, 

One of the crew remarked that they were not 
frightened at all. They had signed to go to 
Hongkong and ‘here they intended to stay. 
They refused to go to Japan, 

Captain Barnes Lawrence pointed out to 
the men that they had agreed to go to 
"Hongkong and_ further,” which was the 
usual form of Norwegian agreements, Jt 
was ‘true that coal was contraband of war, 
but in this case there was no risk in- 
volved, Between Hongkong and Japan there 
was absolutely no risk whatever, because the 
nearest Russian warship was at Madagascar, 
some thousands of miles ‘away.

REPORTED TERMS. 


The Manila Cadlenews prints the following 
asa" special" from St, Petersburg, dated 25th 
insti . : 

Russia is makjng tentative overtures to Japan 
for peace. The main obstacle is Japan's 
demand of an indemnity of $500,000,000, This 
is the halting place forthe Bear, Russia feels 
that it weuld be too humiliating to pay any 
money (o Japan for a termination of hostilities. 
She is willing to make the following terms

Russia, it is said, will persist in refusing a 
financial indemnity. This is just what Japan 
wants and must have, She will not be con> 
tent to stop when her star ig so high in the 
ascendancy and when so many hundred of 
millions have been spent by her, A half 
billion dollars would in part rehabilitate her 
finances, and Japan argues that she would be 
worse than foolish to give Russia the advant 
ages of peace ata lime when Russian domes- 
tic affairs make it imperative, and also’ should- 
er her money loss, , . 

Russia, if several of her most distinguished 
officials may be believed, is determined even- 
tually to win back the prestige lost in this war, 
Japan knows this and will not give up its pro- 
secution, 

Russia is starting out to build anew navy, 
but it Will be several years before even its begin- 
ning is seen. Meanwhile Japan has the abso- 
lute control of the sea, and Russia appreciates 
that this contro! actually mean the upper hand 
in the Far Fast, a 

Even if Kuropatkin was reinforced so heavi- 
ly as to be able to drive back the Japanese to 
Port Arthur, that fortress could hold out for 
years unless isolated by sea, But with ships 
bringing men and supplies from Japan there 
would be no possibility for Russia's recaptur- 
ing it, 

The people of Russia are demanding peace. 
Many of the subsidized and brow-beaten news- 
paper pretend to believe otherwise, but the 
sentiment for thoending of the war is oyer- 
whelming, {f peace does not come speedily, 
reyolstion will end the present rule in Russia.

THE RECENT DIVIDEND. 


Two orthiee points are pretty sureto occur to 
the disinterested mind over the recent dividend 
declaration of the Tanjong Pagar Dock Com- 
pany, after providing copiously for all even- 
tualities, of 20 per cent per half yeu, say 4o 
pefceat per annum. fut even 20 per cent per 
annum is not an ordinary trading profit. 
Dividends of 6, 7}, 8, up td 10 per cent may be, 
and many trading or shij,ping companies can- 
not make that. The ordinary person would 
say that the T,P.D, dividends verge rather un 
thoze belonging to highly speculative successes, 
and must have been rendered possible either by 
spending too little on development, or making 
too much out of charges on shipping, It was 
naturally the opening of the Suez Canal that 
made Tanjong Pagar's:present prospenty pos- 
sible, The old Cape route to China via Sunda 
Straita would never have done anything like 
that for Singapore, or any concery connected 
therewith, The Company's energy has done 
something, but the force of circumstances has 
done more. The Company has cid intr 
thrust uponit, Things might have drifted on, 
and interests continued to be sundered, had 
not the London Advisory’ Committee's usurpa+ 
tion of control over mere local mercantile 
delegates awakened ‘the public mind to the 
realities of the situation, namely that T, P. D, 
that is to Bay, the commercial life of Singa- 
pore, was to be run by an entirely irresponsible 
body of gentlemen in London, to whom "Sin- 
gapore"” was convertible with share value and 
dividends and good fat investment. There is 
no moral wrong in the situation. Like Topsy, 
it bas “growed of itself! But the conveni- 
ence of the old days of control in Singapore has 
-insensibly turned to the inconvenince, even 
danger, of what is now practically a foreign 
control in London many thousand miles away. 


No mind with any pretence to a right com-, 


prehension of the problems of administration 
or of statesmanship,” would assent» to a 
divarce of control from responsibility, which 
should be localised exactly where the opera- 
tions to be controlled are localised. That a 
board of highly estimable gentlemen in Fen- 
church Street in London should pull all the 
strings of Singapore shipping, dockiny, and 
wharves is about as proper as it would be for 
the Government of New Zealand to run the af- 
fairs of the London County Council, Orto take 
a more familiar case, it is much ona par with 
the construction of Singapore railway as run 
by the Crown Agents, In the above, of course, 
there is na reference to the topic of compen- 
sation ‘on expropriation, which will be settled 
on proper lines, but merely to the anachronism 
of a distant irresponsible control of the great 
vital shipping interests of this port, the very, 
pivot of its existence.—S. F, Press, *

The 
Co. desired to move an amendment, instead 
of ‘not make any allowance for the com- 
paleory” but the Court shall “in addition 
to the value of the undertaking allow filteen 
per cent. on the value of all lands belonging 
to or in possession of the Co., in consideration 
of the compulsory nature of acquisition." His 


main argument was that the statutory law 


awarded fifteen per.cent. compensation for 
compulsory acquisition uader tha ‘acquisition 
of Jand for public purposes Act, aod he could 
not,see any reason for depriving the Co, of a 
like compensation. He dealt with the original 
Indian Act of 1870, the local Act of 1890, the 
Singapore Tramways Act of 1984, the Henang 
Tramways Act 1885, and finally the Singapore 
Tramways Act of 1902, 

The Government pointed out that that was a 
case of agreement between parties which really 
only came to the Council to be formally 
recarded, if ie 

Mr. Fort contended that the Co. ought at 
least to get the t5 percent, on all its land. 

The C wernment. said it was not possible to 
Separate the value of the lands from tho value 
of the property. They were taking It over as 
a running concern and it was impossible to 
differentiate between, say, the land on which 
the machine Shops stand and the machine 
shops themselves, - 

Mr. Fort contended that the Government 
here had formally accepted the principle that 
the person from: whom land was compulsorily 
acquired should receive fifteen per cent com- 
pensation and there was no reason for with- 
holding it in this case. . 

The Governor pointed out that one of Mr. 
Fort’s ‘amendments asked for fifteen per cent 
and the cost of reinvestment, 

Then ensued a pretty passage of arms in 
which the Counsel said they did not ask for 
both—but they wauld not be avorse to taking 
both, But the question of the fifleen per cent 
was far more important than the cost of rein» 
vestment. ‘ 

After various other amendments explaining 
the scopo of, and laying stress on the necessity 
of compensating the employees of the Co, who 
might be tl Directors who might be, and the 
London Consulting Committee who would be, 
dispossessed, all of whom would lose present 
advantages, Mr Fost concluded after exactly 
two hours' speaking by touching upon the 
provision of money to enable the Co, to complete 
its business, 

The Governor said the Council was much 

indebted to Mr. Fort for.the ableand lucid 
manner in which he had laid the various points 
before Council and asked Mr. Ellis ifhe had 
anything to say.

RUNNING THE BLOCKADE 
: == 
THE SS. “SEVERUS." 


The circumstances attending the capture of 
the Gerinan steamer Severus about a day’s run 
from Vtadivas ok, the, crew of which reached 
Yokohama the ether day, lend additional in- 
ferest to recent Japanese serzires, and impart 
an altogether new colouring to the anticipation 
olhlockade runners The Japan Afail states 
that the vessel snited from Cardiffon November 
t7th with a carga of 3,200 tons of the hest 
Welsh coals and whether inthe lower holds 
dynumite was stowed, as the Japanese authnri- 
i have been informed, remains yet to be 
told. 


At the time the ship's articles were signed 
her destinatian was stated to be tlangkong, 
and there was nothing exceptionally strange 
regarding her passage except that after round- 
ing Ceylon she steered for the Sumatra 
coast and pursued a zigzag course till 
a defect in her boilers compelled her 
to put into Sabang. where she remained for 
three weeks, Leaving there she coaled at 
Labuan and then proceeded northward, tt 
wis 01 February 21st when she first encounter- 
ed (he ice, being then ahout a lew miles north 
of the Hachincbe-Rikuchu Province, where 
her sister ship the Romrs/us (one of the same 
company’s vessels which had kept her com- 
pany from the time of coaling at Labuan) al- 
tered her course so as to escape the massive 
flocs anly to meet others of a more dangerous 
character and sustain damage which for a time 
wholly disabled her. The Severwa proceeded 
on her course and, on February 22nd, collided 
with a floe which stove in her bows. As she 
was rapidly going down by the head the pumps 
were Set to Work and kept going, but the wafer’ 
for days continually inerefsed till twelve leet 
were in the fore peak. On the morning of 
the 23rd she was fully encased in the ice, 
and it was on the afternoon of that day that the’ 
flonekong-maru yas sighted right aherd. The 
usual signals were hoisted, and at the request 
of the Hongkong-maru another attempt was 
made to proceed onward, but a thicker fl-e 
breaking. across the bows stove in two more 
plates, The condition of the Severus was such 
that it was decided to signatthe Hongkong-marn 
that it was impossible to go any further, and an 
answer was received ta await the dsybreak, 
Crumbling the ice like matchwood at early 
morn the ongdong-maru came up abreast the 
Severus,and atg o'clack two Japanese officers 
and eipht men boarded her. After an examin. 
ation of the ship's papers the Japanese officers 
‘gave the order ta put the engines full speed 
ahead and “never mind the leak, "nnd fallow, 
ing the wake of the warsbip tlie blockade rur- 
ner was taken to.

The Severus is one of the Claus Andersen's 
fleet of Hamburg steamers built in 1892 by Sir 
William Gray:at West Harilepool.
